COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 
BILL CHANGED AT STATE 
LEGISLATURE 


The assembly Wednesday mate- 
rially changed the senate-approved 
bill relating to the enforceability 
of collective bargaining contracts. 

The lower house cut from the 
measure all but one sentence by ap- 
proving an amendment submitted 
by Assemblyman Jack B. Tenney, 
Inglewood, and Thomas A. Malo- 
ney, San Francisco. 

The bill as now amended carries 
only this provision: “Any collective 
bargaining agreement between an 
employer and a labor organization 
shall be enforceable at law or in 

equity, including injunctive relief, 
in the courts of this state.” 

The amendment was offered by 
state labor groups.

Carpenters Begin | 
Voting on New 


Wages Today 


$11 a Day Is Offer; 
To Become Effective 
In September 


Carpenters’ unions in four bay 
counties will begin voting today on 
a new pay scale offered by em-| 
ployers’ groups which would in- 
crease wages from $10 to $11 a 
day. 

Officials of the bay counties dis- 
trict council of carpenters will con-| 
duct the balloting in San Fran- 
cisco, Marin, San Mateo and Ala- 
meda counties. 

Secretary Dave Ryan said that if 
the new scale is not adopted the 


matter will then go to arbitration. 
All ballots, he said, must be in by 
May 28. 


Last May the brotherhood of car- 
penters in the bay area signed a 
five-year contract which provided 
for reopening of negotiations on 
wages and hours during any odd- 
numbered year. It was under this 


provision that negotiations were 
reopened. 
According to Ryan, if the new 


scale is approved it will become 
effective September 1, 1941.

It re- 
vealed that a half million men 
have worked on army projects 
a total of over 40,000,000 man- 
days, but that labor disputes 
caused a loss of only 14,875 
man-days.

In regards to 
the overtime let me say this, the overtime issue is another 
‘phoney’ of the CIO; they do not worry over the double-time 
they want recognition and nothing else. Under terms of 
the Pacific coast agreement, signed by 17 international 
unions, overtime is at the rate of time-and-one-half for 
every man working on a shift, not a certain chosen few as 
come under the double-time as recommended by the CIO. 
The time and one-half issue was made at the decision of 
the office of production management at Washington, NOT 
by A. F. of L. leaders. This strike has lost more wages for 
the workers in local shipyards than they will make up in 
several years. It is a most unfortunate situation.” 

Other leaders expressed the belief that this strike had 
long been planned by others than those in the labor move- 
ment, 

“The entire American public is looking down the necks 
of the American workers and accusing them of retarding de- 
fense work when in reality to me the whole thing has been 
well planned by outsiders to gain a foothold in factories 


and shipyards where defense projects are under way,” an- 
other A. F. of L. leader was quoted as saying today. ‘Our 


government officials have been more than friendly to us as 
workers, now some workers are pulling in opposite direc- 
tions from the government 

“Communists on the picket lines, and communists criticiz- 
ing our people in their daily publications leads me to be- 
lieve that strikes, such as the one at local shipyards, ar 
fomented by friends of Russia.”

Unions Urged to Write Olson 


Asking Veto of Senate Bill 877 


Wage earners of California stood united today in asking 
Governor Olson to veto S. B. 877, the so-called hot cargo 
and secondary boycott bill, passed by the assembly, which 
strips them of the right to help each other against unfair 
employers. 


“Every union in the state should immediately write or 
wire the governor expressing labor's unalterable and united 
opposition to this piece of class legislation, sponsored by 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ association of Los An- 
geles, the employers’ council of San Francisco, and the asso- 
ciated farmers,”” urged Secretary Edward D. Vandeleur, 
of the California State Federation of Labor. 


The measure as finally adopted by the assembly con- 
tained an amendment proposed by Assemblyman Pfaff, of 
Los Angeles, which limited the operation of the law to the 
national defense emergency. 


In commenting on the bill, C. J. Haggerty, president of 
the California State Federation of Labor, said: “S. B. 877 
is class legislation, which undertakes to deprive labor of 
constitutional rights enjoyed by every citizen of the United 
States, and only serves to impair the unity of our people.” 

Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary of the federation, said 
“that it is obvious that the proponents of S. B. 877 are seek- 
ing to take advantage of the delay which ensues between 
enactment of a law and a decision by the courts as to its 
constitutionality in order to use this period to cripple trade 
unions. That has been the story of similar legislation in the 
past. 


“Legislation such as S. B. 877 is rooted in the desire 
of certain employers to pay sub-standard wage scales 
and operate under sub-standard working conditions,” 
he said. “Instead of making their argument for the bill 
on its merits or demerits, the proponents of the bill in- 
dulged in an orgy of flag waving.”

Silence Blitzkreig on Labor

LABOR CRITICS WITH FACTS

Testimony Before House Judiciary Committee 
Clears Away False Accusations 


President William Green earnestly defended the role of the 


American Federation of Labor 


in the national defense program 


before the house judiciary committee, marshalling a devastating 


barrage of facts to silence an 


attempted blitzkrieg. of unsup- 


ported accusation and innuendo by anti-labor witnesses.

Reading a 15,000 word 


statement to the committee, 
Mr. Green produced detailed 
and unassailable evidence to 


show that American Federa- 
tion of Labor unions have not en- 
aged in extensive initiation fee 
rackets and have not seriously im- 
peded the defense program by un- 
necessary strikes. 


Taking up the case of each union 
that had been accused of charging 
new members excessive initiation 
fees, Mr. Green proved from the 
records that the charges were un- 
true or grossly exaggerated. Sum- 
marizing this portion of his testi- 
mony, he said: 

“As a general rule, large ini- 
tiation fees have been charged 
in only exceptional cases and 
have been drastically reduced 
or altogether suspended in the 
operation of the defense pro- 
gram. The fact that the fees 
and dues charged are neces- 
sary is shown by the extensive 
benefits which the American 
Federation of Labor has made 
available to its membership. 
The fact that the practices are 
fair, equitable and not restric- 
tive can be attested by 5,000,000 
members of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor who have 
come into the membership of 
our organization, who form a 
representative cross section of 
the American wage earners 
and who in the final analysis 
control and determine the pol- 
icies of their unions. 

“It must be remembered that 
new members who join the union 
and pay their initiation fee be- 
come beneficiaries and participants 
in the funds already accumulated 
in the local treasury and available 
for sickness, death, accident and 


rifices and suffering sustained by 
those before him, in strikes, dis- 
charges for union activity, and dis- 
crimination on the part of hostile 
employers.

New Orleans Tribunal Slaps

Another anti-union power corpor- 
ation—the West Texas Utilities 
company—with which the interna- 
tional brotherhood of electrical 
workers has waged a long battle, 
was “slapped down” this week by| 
the U.S. circuit court of appeals in 
New Orleans. 

Upholding national labor rela- 
tions board findings, the court com- 
manded the company to break off 
relations with a “dummy” union, 
end discrimination against brother- 
hood members, reinstate a_ dis- 
charged unionist, stop use of labor 
spies, and abandon other unfair 
labor practices. 

Last week, the same 
sustained a board order 
against the E] Paso (Texas) Elec- 
tric company, which required the 
utility to rehire 53 discharged mem- 
bers of the electrical workers and 
pay them several hundred thou- 
sand dollars back wages.

He 
urged cooperation of labor and in- 
dustry in the defense effort and 
said that tyranny abroad cannot 
be “attacked by abandoning de- 
mocracy at home.” 


“Strikes could be prohibited 
by law,” Dr. Steelman said. 
“It would make them illegal, 
but it would not stop them.” 
He added: “You cannot legis- 
late or decree or command 
peace and harmony and effi- 
ciency. It is a human relations 
problem.” 


Dr. Steelman said that the 
United States now is engaged in a 
race against time in the defense 
program. He said the nation’s 
major task is to increase produc- 
tion, because war is increasingly 
an economic affair and a question 
of who can produce the most and 
fastest. 


Indicating that he believed any 
effort to force labor to accept anti- 
strike legislation would impede 
production, Dr, Steelman said that 
“compulsion is weaker than the en- 
thusiasm of a free people.” He 
said the abolition of the right to 
strike had been the entering wedge 
for totalitarianism in the Euro- 
pean countries following that sys- | 
tem. 

Dr. Steelman described the ac- 
complishments and duties of the 
conciliation service and the na- 
tional defense mediation board and 
emphasized that “the basic labor 
relations policy of your govern- 
ment remains today a policy of 
free agreements freely arrived at} 
by free labor and free enterprise.’ 

‘This is the policy of democ- 
racy.” he continued. “It is the 
policy, too, of that purposeful effi- 
ciency which democracy alone can 
engender.” Dr. Steelman said that 


said, “that one day I saw some sea}

in the “voluntary cooperation of 
our self-governing men and women 
is to be found America’s best and 
most efficient answer to the 


vaunted efficiency of any alien 
system.” 
The greatest danger facing 


the United States, Dr. Steelman 

said, is the failure of many per- 

sons “to realize the danger we 
are in.” 

Dr. Steelman said that prelim- 
inary figures for 1940 indicate that 
during that year the conciliation 
service disposed of 4,665 situations 
directly involving more than 1,709,- 
000 men and women in every type 
of industry and business. These 
{included strikes, stoppages, threat- 
;ened strikes and general disagree- 
|ments between labor and industry. 
Dr. Steelman said most of these 
problems were solved before strikes 
or other form of stoppages began. 
During 1940, he said, 2 per cent 
of the manufacturing plants in the 
country lost time because of work 
stoppages, involving 2.3 per cent of 
those working in manufacturing 
| industries. He called this the best 
| record in thirty-one of the last 
forty years.

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Unemployment and Machines 


This is May. The United States is well on its defense pro- 
gram. Still there is evident no real shortage of workers in this 
country despite predictions of economists and industrialists that 
there would be such shortages by June. The latest report on la- 
bor supply from the U. S. employment service indicates that 
there were more workers available in March than there were in 
February. Some 357,000 workers with primary skills were reg- 
istered at public employment offices in March. This is an in- 
crease of 5,700 workers over the list in February. The great 
centers of unemployment were New York, California, Illinois, 


Michigan, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 


This Journal has pointed out that the ability to carry on a 
defense program along with business as usual has been made| 
possible by the machine.

tiating were chosen by their respective Metal Trades Coun- 


cils and the International Representatives by their Interna- 
tional Unions. The members of the Negotiating Sub-Com- 
mittee were chosen by the delegates of each Metal Trades 
Council. The four International Representatives were elected 
by the 20 International Representatives officially representing 
the International Unions in the Conference. 

When an agreement had been accepted by the negotiating 
committee it was Mr. Harry Hook, Representative of Lodge 
No. 68, Machinists, who offered the following motion: 

“The Committee recommends that the attached letter to 
O. P. M., the Maritime Commission, the Navy Department, 
and the Master Agreement be adopted by the Conference for 
submission to the respective groups for ratification.” 

The facts are—that this motion was made by one of the 
leaders of Lodge No. 68, I. A. of M. 

The Chairman presiding over the sessions of the sub-com- 
mittee was George C. Castleman, General Vice-President of 
the International Association of Machinists. 

After Mr. Hook's motion had been adopted by the General 
Conference of the Negotiating Committee, the Master Agree- 
ment was presented to the five Shipbuilding Metal Trades 
Councils upon the Pacific Coast. Three of them adopted it 
by a unanimous vote—in the others it was adopted by a vote 
of ten to one. 

Afterwards the question of approval or disapproval was 
placed before the membership of each local union affiliated 
with each Metal Trades Council. The results of this vote 
was overwhelmingly in favor of approval of the Agreement. 
When this result was known the General Conference Com- 
mittee reconvened in Seattle, Washington, on April 21st, so 
that officially and in accordance with the records of the votes 
taken the agreement could be signed. Among the official sig- 
natures attached to the agreement was that of George C. 
Castleman for the International Association of Machinists. 
The agreement was also signed by the officers of the Pacific 
Coast District Metal Trades Council, the International offi- 
cers of the respective International unions and the Metal 
Trades Department of the A. F. of L. The agreement was

premium payments for shift work the Government was a con- 
trolling party to the agreement. The Government definitely 
informed the Conference on the matter of payment for over- 
time and the minimum wage rate set for skilled workmen, so 
that the Government of the United States became as much a 
party to the agreement as the Shipbuilders and as the Trade 
Unions. As a matter of fact and record—under the present 
National Emergency the Shipbuilders themselves have in 
reality become the direct agents for the United States Gov- 
ernment, instead of firms operating primarily for private 
profit, ? 

Before the agreement had been submitted to the member- 
ship of the Local Unions involved, Labor and Management 
had insisted upon a declaration from the Government. This 
declaration when received was signed by Secretary of the 
Navy Knox and Chairman of the Maritime Commission, 
Admiral Land, Mr. Knudsen, chairman, and Mr. Sidney Hill- 
man, co-chairman of the Office of Production Management, 
Council of National Defense. The Office of Production Man- 
agement is next in authority to President Roosevelt and the 
organization created by him to regulate and stimulate the 
present production for National Defense. From this telegram 
we quote: 

“Navy and Maritime Commission cannot approve double 
time for overtime except on Sundays and Holidays.” 

The members of every union affiliated with the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists covering shipyards are now 
working under the Master Agreement in the Shipyards of the 
Pacific Coast except the members of Lodge No. 68, I. A. of M.
